KINGSTON 
For those who view the 
Driftwood 
Floating Theatre 
with a special fondness, her 
predicament these day s is par* 
ticularly 
heart-rending. 
For 
the man who spent 20 y ears 
breathing music and merri­ 
ment into her delicate wooden 
h ull, i t ’s sim p ly an oth er 
challenge to be met and con­ 
quered. 
The showboat now rests on 
‘ the bottom of the Rondout 
Creek in water 10 to 12 feet 
deep. Tilted at a rakish angle 
to starboard, she tolerates an 
incessant battering from ice 
flows that move with the tides; 
inside, water laps gently at the 
theatre seats and covers a part 
of the stage. 
The Driftwood went down 
Saturday morning, the pres­ 
sure of ice 18 inches thick 
forcing seams in the wood- 
planked hull to separate. The 
efforts of the fire department 
and 
a team of volunteers 
couldn’t slow the relentless 
rush of water. 
Captain Edward C. Furbush 
was on board—he and his wife 
live on the “ Drifty ”—when the 
showboat began to settle. After 
a quick call to the fire dep art­ 
ment, he started moving valu­ 
ables to the balcony and sec­ 
ond deck. The fire department 
installed one pump, a volun- 


teer unit responded with an­ 
other, three more were pressed 
into action after a community - 
w id e 
r a d io 
p le a . 
T h e 
Driftwood’s own gasoline-pow­ 
ered pump kept running until 
it, too, was under water. But 
the showboat wouldn’t budge. 


sent the Driftwood to the bot­ 
tom. "The only reasim we kept 
her in th e c re e k ,” said 
Furbush, "was because we 
were supposed to have a mild 
winter. We left her in the 
water last winter, and didn't 
have any problems at all. The 


‘Old Man Winter’ didn’t cooperate this y ear. 


The plan now is to place 
pontoons along the hull and, 
with heavy pumping, let the 
boat rise with the tide. All the 
captain needs to do now is find 
the necessary equipment and 
materials, including two six- 
inch pumps by the next low 
tide. 


That shouldn't be too dif­ 
ficult. If there were ever any 
doubts about the showboat’s 
place in this community , they 
were erased over the weekend 
when 
a 
steady 
stream 
of 
frie n d s and w ell-w ishers 
gathered 
at 
the 
Broadway 
landing to offer their services 
and sy mpathy . 


"The people and the firemen 
who helped us were tremen­ 
dous," said Capt. Furbush, "I 
can’t say enough about them ."

ice never got more than two or 
three inches thick." 


But the elements didn't co­ 
operate 
this 
season. 
Tem­ 
peratures plunged below zero 
for several succewiive nights, 
locking the showboat in an icy 
grip. The captain fought off 
disaster by determinedly chip­ 
ping away the ice that pressed 
against Driftw(K» d’s hull. 


Then, late last week, a tug 
passed through the ibmdout 
channel, breaking the ice into 
huge chunks. When the creek 
froze aga in th e p ressure 
opened quarter-inch .seams in 
the hull on both sides and both 
ends. 


Fate, too, play ed a hand in 
the Driftwood’s ignoble plunge 
on Saturday . “The mid-winter 
thaw is supposed to take place 
between Jan. 18 and 25," the 
captain said with a wr> smile, 
"if this warm weather had 


arrived just two day s earlier, 
all this wouldn’t have hap­ 
pened." 
Adversity isn’t any stranger 
to the captain and crew of the 
Driftwood. They ’ve spent two 
summers and two winters on 
the Rondout; fought bureau­ 
cratic entanglements to win a 
permanent berth at the Broad­ 
way landing; worked night and 
day on costumes and scenery ’; 
survived the disappointment 
of occasionally sparse crcwds; 
lived 
a 
hand-to-mouth ex­ 
istence during those lean day s 
in the beginning. 
This y ear was to have been 
the biggest and the best for the 
showboat, with the Bicenten­ 
nial celebration drawing vis­ 
itor s to K in gs ton from 
throughout the Northeast. The 
Driftwood, Furbush promises, 
will be ready . 
"This is just another set­ 
back," he said quietly , "we’ll 
be back. It will take a lot ot 
work, but we’re not ready to 
give up now," 
If all goes well, the "Drifty " 
will be refloated this week, its 
interior dried out, its hull re­ 
paired, the gingerbread trap ­ 
pings of an era lost, then re­ 
captured, will be refurbished 
and restored. Come hell or 
high water—and Furbush has 
lived through both these past 
several day s—Driftwood’s cur­ 
tain will rise again.

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City Co uncil Pa sses Bud g et

KINGSTON 
May or Francis R. Koenig told the aldermen he’d done his 
best with the 19 76 budget and enough agreed with him at 
Monday night’s meeting of the Common Council to easily 
approve the $8 .8 million spending package virtually un­ 
changed. 
With a simple majority of seven votes needed for approval, 
the budget passed by a 9 -4 margin, cutting across party lines. 
The four-member Republican minority was evenly split with 
Alderman Clarence Raichle (First Ward) and Joseph Markle 
(Third Ward) voting for the budget and Robert Fitzgerald 
(Fourth Ward) and Titus Sims (13th Ward) voting against. 


Clearly , none of the aldermen relished the prospect of raising 
taxes by $20 a thousand but most felt that Koenig had little 
choice under the circumstances. Noting that "this is the largest 
tax increase in the history of the City of Kingston,” Raichle, 
for one, felt there were other way s to maintain fiscal integrity 
than firing people. "I’d like to see some people go to Albany 
to get our equalization rate raised a point or two," he said. 


The city ’s equalization rate is at an all-time low at 26,2 per 
cent of full value and is one of the reasons county taxes 
increased over $7 per thousand this y ear in the city . 


Sims pointed out that with the city tax rate approaching $100 
per thousand and the school tax rate sure to go up later in the 
y ear, city residents would be pay ing $200 per thousand. He 
termed that "confiscatory " and predicted that people would 
lose their homes because of high taxes. 
Markle noted that "most of the increases were due to 
inflationary pressures" and said that "an honest effort had 
been made” to hold down spending. Koenig instituted a pay 
freeze this y ear in an effort to hold tlM line. The budget is up 
more than $700,000 from 19 75’s. 
Still, there were some who questioned the Council’s inability 
to change any thing in a budget approaching $9 million and 
containing hundreds of items. "You can’t improve on a good 
thing," said Finance Chairman John E. Finch (D-Fifth Ward) 
who has spent the past three weeks reviewing the budget with 
his committee. 


Finch revealed that “the lab was the bone of contention," 
referring to the city laboratory . 


Alderman Philip DeCicco, (D-Ninth Ward), for one, voted 
against the budget because of the city lab. He said lab employ es 
were getting $113,000 in raises and he felt the $57,000 the city 
pay s its director was unwarranted. He called for a Council 
committee to investigate the financial operation of the lab. 


Alderman Daniel Smith (D -llth Ward) voted against the 
budget because he felt there was “hidden money " in it to build 
a transfer station for the collection of trash in his ward (off 
W’ilbur Avenue at the old city incinerator). 
Sims raised that issue also along with the $249 ,000 a y ear 
contract the city has negotiated with Spada Sanitation for the 
removal of trash. 
Sims also warned that reassessment would not be a cure-all 
and that in itself it would coat a great deal of money to carrv 
out. 
The rest of the meeting dealt with discretionary funds for the 
restoration 
the old City Hall and the extension of Penn 
Central taxes of $9 23 for another y ear. 
The city has applied for $300,000 in federal funds to match 
state funds of $500,000 for restoration of the old building. The 
measure passed by an 11-2 vote with DeCicco and Donald E. 
Quick (D-Sixth Ward) voting in opposition. Both men felt the 
city had higher priorities than restoring old City Hall and 
neither felt it could be done for less than $1.5 million. 
The meeting was adjourned in memory of the late Clarence 
Stoutenburg, who served as Fourth Ward alderman for four 
y ears. "He was quiet but he did serve diligently and with 
honor," Quick said. Stoutenburg was the victim of a heart 
attack three weeks ago.

ALBANY, N.Y. (UFI) — The state comptroller’s office has 
warned that unless the economy zooms upward or action is 
taken to replenish the state’s Unemploy ment Insurance Fund, 
the fund will run dry before the end of 19 77. 
The report, coupled with employ ers’ opposition to increased 
assessments, appeared to kill any chance of increased jobless 
benefits this y ear. 
The fund, supported solely by levies on employ ers, has 
dwindled from $1.28 billion on Jan. 1, 19 75, to $550 million on 
Dec. 31, Comptroller Arthur Levitt said .Monday . 
In 19 75, benefits paid out exceeded income from employ ers’ 
levies by $730 million, Levitt said. The report estim ated that 
pay ments would exceed contributions by $400 million in 1976 
and $200 million in 19 77. 
If the state Department of I.^bor’8 projections prove correct, 
the report said, the fund will drop to $150 million by December, 
19 76, and will be $140 million in the red by the end of 1977, 
necessitating federal loans to keep the p n^ram alive.

T he report leading to the 
alert said a Soviet Tupolev jet 
had been hijacked by Jews 
try ing to g o to Israel. Both 
Soviet officials and W estern 
airline sources in Moscow said 
they had no inform ation about 
it. 
T h e ne w sp a p e r Y edio th 
Aharonoth today raised the 
possibility the hijacking was a 
fabrication possibly spread by 
Soviet secret services in prepa­ 
ration for show trials of Jewish 
dissidents seeking to em ig rate 
to Israel. 


“ It is still unclear w hether 
there had been any sky jacking ,

provocation," the newspaper 
said. 
The newspaper M a'ariv said 
Jewish activists in Moscow re­ 
ported no knowledg e of any 
attem pted hijacking in tele­ 
phone conversaation with Tel 
Aviv.

HAVANA, Cuba (UPI) — Canadian Prime 
Minister Pierre 
Irudeau entered today’s 
formal talks with Premier Fidel Castro ex­ 
pecting a difference of opinion on the ques­ 
tion of Cuba’s intervention in Angola. 
“ 1 think in many areas we will have to 
agree to disagree,” Trudeau said Monday 
night when questioned on the possible out­ 
come of talks on Angola. 
Trudeau told Canadian newsmen shortly 
after his arrival in the Cuban capital that he 
opposed military intervention everywhere in 
the world 
“ We fear it can lead to an enlargement of 
hostilities instead of a reduction," he said. 
Cuba reportedly has 8,000-10,000 troops 
fighting 
with 
pro-Soviet 
forces 
in 
the 
Angolan civil war 
Trudeau said he planned to discuss Angola 
with the Cuban leader, but “ I don’t think 
that Prime Minister Castro will share my 
opinion." 
Trudeau denied that his Cuba trip might 
be viewed as anti-American by the United 
States, which opposes Cuba’s involvement 
in Angola. 
“ We have deep relations with the United 
States," Trudeau said. 
Trudeau, on the second leg of a three- 
nation Latin American visit, arrived from 


Mexico at Havana’s .Jose Murti airport Mon­ 
day to a tumultuous welcome. 
Cuban Foreign Ministry officials said the 
greeting by over 100,000 citizens was sur­ 
passed only by that given to Mexican Presi­ 
dent Luis Echeverria last year. 
Castro welcomed the prime ihinister's 
plane dressed in green fatigues and wearing 
a pistol on his hip. Some 2,500 demonstrat­ 
ors waved Canadian and Cuban flags and

Trudeau reviewed a military parade, shook 
hands with about 100 diplomats and Cuban 
officials, then strolled to the crowd barrier to 
greet some of the demonstrators. 
Signs in English, French and Spanish 
proclaimed Cuban-Canadian friendship lie- 
neath a 60-by 40-foot portrait of the Canadi­ 
an leader on the airport terminal wall. 
Trudeau, Castro and Cuban President 
Osvaldo Dorticos climbed into t he back of an 
open, olive-colored Russian limousine for the 
trip to the city.

Indignant mother, forget your indignation and rock your 
liv ing b ab y to sleep. Keep him harnessed until he’s old 
enough to understand simple danger. I t’s much b etter than 
carrying flowers to a small grav e.

B u t tw o other inv estigators say 
th e sightings are m erely the resu lt of na tu ral 
phenom ena v iew ed throu gh ov eractiv e im ­ 
aginations. 


T h e U FO reports began last W ed nesd ay 
night and nu m erou s reports were receiv ed for 
fou r su ccessiv e nights. By th e w eek end , 
w hen U FO observ ers from across the nation 
h ad conv erged on th e area, clou d cov er 
tem porarily h alted th e sightings. 


B u t the clou d s began clearing M ond ay 
night and th e reports of U FO s began anew . 
At least tw o U FO sightings were reported ly 
called into th e police station M ond ay night, 
bu t police refu sed to confirm th e reports or 
giv e d etails abou t them . 


“ I hav e ord ers from ou r chief to m ak e no 
m ore sta te m e nts at all (abou t th e alleged 
U F O s),” said a d ispatch er. 


O ne inv estigator who cam e to C lov is to 
check on th e reports said M ond ay he b e ­ 
liev ed th e alleged U F O s were scou t ships 
from ou ter space. 


Ja m e s F ppes of V alley C enter, C alif., a 
m em ber of th e U F O E d u cation C enter, said 
he w as conv inced of th e v alid ity of the 
sighting» by tw o persons w h o'told him they 
saw a scou t craft board a m oth er ship. 


“ T h e gentlem an saw som ething sk im ov er 
v ery fast at tree -top lev el, fairly large, abou t 


tw o block s ah ead of h im ,” E ppes said . "It 
accelerated fast and rose rapid ly to abou t the 
height of the H otel C lov is." 


I.ater the sam e m an “ saw not only the 
prev iou s object b u t an object abou t twice as 
big," he said . " T h e sm aller object went into 
th e bigger object as thou gh it were swallowed 
u p. From the inform ation we hav e it look s 
as thou gh the craft they sighted was a scou t 
craft abou t 33 feet in d iam e te r.” 


Bu t two oth er inv estigators 
Dr. John L. 
W 'arren of Dw A lam os and T om m y B lann of 
W aco, Tex . — said they w eren't conv inced . 
B lann, d irector of th e T ex as U FO Stu d y 
G rou p, said he believ ed the sightings were 
cau sed by na tu ra l phenom ena. 


“ W hat the reports tu rned ou t to be was 
nothing m ore th a n the effects of a te m ­ 
peratu re inv ersion on planets and sta rs,” 
said B lann, w ho w ent to C lov is last week to 
inv estigate th e reports. 


H e said a photograph of a cigar-shaped 
object prov ed to be a tim e-lapse pictu re of 
th e planet V enu s w hile a scored area on the 
grou nd reported to hav e been cau sed by 
U FO s was a ctu ally the resu lt of child ren 
play ing w ith firew ork s. 


"F rom all d a ta we hav e fou nd we feel these 
sightings in th e Clov is area w ere nothing 
m ore than th e m isid entification of natu ral 
phenom ena and in fact hav e gotten ou t of 
h a nd ," said B lann.

W ith the snow piling u p deep in the fields and woods these 
day s, the deer are in for some heav y going between now and 
the tim e spring rolls arou nd. T hat's the word from Pau l M 
Kelsey , New York S tate Regional Conserv ation E du cator. 
Problem s created by the snow are two-fold: first, it ju st 
m ak es trav el in the woods that mu ch harder and, second, 
it m ak es deer m u ch more v u lnerable to dogs, 


“ Most people do not realize how small a deer really is," 
say s Kelsey “ I hav e often been qu estioned when I stated 
that a bu ck ’s heart is only 18 -20 inches abov e the grou nd, 
.lu st becau se a bu ck hanging from a deer pole m u st be stru ng 
a way abov e y ou r head to get its hind feet off the grou nd 
doesn’t mean that it stands fou r or fiv e feet high at the 
shou lder. 
“ Ju st to see how well some of those big deer I had been 
told abou t wou ld fit in the handling box es ou r biologists u se 
while m ark ing deer they liv e-trap, I m easu red one of the 
box es. The hole in the y ok e which holds the deer’s neck was 
centered 22 inches abov e the floor. The box itself stands a 
m ere 36 inches high. Body size has nev er been a problem 
when walk ing a deer into one of these handling box es. 


W ith their po inted feet, deer w ill sink into new sno w 
right do wn to the gro und o r a go o d so lid crust, Kelsey 
po ints o ut. If it is o v er 18 inches deep, this m eans they 
are standing in sno w up to their chest. If y o u ev er walked 
aro und in sno w that cam e six o r eight inches abo v e y o ur 
knees, y o u kno w the pro blem with which they are 
co nfro nted. 
As sno w gets this deep, deer grav itate to areas where 
there is the least sno w . B ecause the phy sical co nfo rm a­ 
tio n o f the land and the v egetable o n it determ ines ho w 
the sno w builds up, the sam e places w ill be used y ear 
after y ear. 
Once deer hav e mo v ed into these sheltered w intering 
areas, they w ill no t leav e until the sno w o utside has 
settled to a po int w here trav el is easy again. T his usually 
m eans spring, tho ugh so m etim es a thaw fo llo w ed by a 
heav y crust w ill release the deer fro m their co nfinem ent 
fo r a sho rt w hile. 


Since these sam e areas are u sed y ear after y ear, they may 
be ov erbrowsed while the range su rrou nding them has 
adequ ate food. Deep snows, howev er, act ju st lik e a fence 
in k eeping deer in the y ard, rather than mov ing ou t into the 
good range to feed. Some inner sense m u st tell deer that they 
will u se u p more energy fighting deep snow than they wou ld 
gain from the food obtained. 
There are enou gh different factors inv olv ed so that it is 
im possible to say ju st how long deer can stay in a y ard before 
they become m alnou rished. Under adv erse conditions a fawn 
can be on the ropes in as little as fiv e to six week s. Older 
deer, becau se they hav e more reserv e u pon which they can 
draw, and becau se they can reach browse the sm aller deer 
cannot, can go a cou ple week s longer. 


“ When trav el beco m es hard fo r deer,” say s K elsey , 
“ do gs can be a v ery serio us pro blem, bo th distinctly as 
killers o f deer and, indirectly , because their harassm ent 
causes a high energy demand during a perio d o f fo o d 
scarcity . T his additio nal fo o d requirem ent can m ean the 
difference betw een starv atio n and surv iv al. 
The do gs I am referring to are no t wild do gs, which 
are a pro blem w here they ex ist, but free-ro am ing ho use­ 
ho ld pets. T hese unco nfined do gs may no t be deer chasers 
to begin w ith, but when they jo in with o ther wide- 
ro aming do gs, the sight o r scent o f deer bring o ut the 
predato r in them . 


Dogs may chase deer at any tim e bu t when snow is deep 
they hav e a distinct adv antage. T heir foot size in relation 
to their weight is larger, giv ing them a snowshoe effect on 
snow. Mu ch of the tim e when the sharp hoov es of deer will 
break throu gh, letting them sink deeply , dogs can ru n lightly 
along the top while the deer flou nder. 
In areas where deer popu lation is below the carry ing 
capacity of the range, k illing of deer by dogs can be an 
im portant factor in k eeping the deer herd down, depriv ing 
deer hu nters and w atchers of manv recreational hou rs.

now before the state supreme 
court, appears to be whether 
allowing the comatose woman 
to die would jeopardize the life 
of any terminally ill patient 
who wants to live.

Jusktice Mark Sullivan asked 
the lawyer for Karen's parents: 


“ In future cases, where the

nuisance to a family, wouldn’t 
such a law leave the door wide 


open where it should he shut 
off?” 


“ No," said attorney Paul 
Armstrong. "We're asking the 
court only under circum­ 
stances where the patient is 
terminally ill, in a persistent 
vegetative state and in a coma, 
that they (the family) can sus­ 
pend the use of futile medical 
measures." 


The hearing Monday was an 
appeal by the Quinlans of a 
lower court ruling in Novem­ 
ber that denied the parents 
perm ission to give their 


d au gh ter 
wh at 
th ey 
called 
"d eath with d ign ity." 
Miss Quinlan has been hos­ 
pitalized since April 15, when 
she apparently consumed a 
mixture of tranquilizers and 
alcohol. 
Armstrong said a terminally 
ill person has a constitutional 
right to refuse life sustaining 
treatment. In this case, he 
said, Miss Quinlan’s parents 
should be able to exercise this 
right for her, and disconnect 
the respirator that has kept 
her alive, because the 20-year- 
old woman has suffered ir­ 
reparable brain damage and is 
incompetent.

Carey Gives Lefkowitz 
Final Say on Nadjari 


N EW YO R K (U PI) - Gov. 
Hugh L. Carey has thrust 
upon Attorney General Louis 
J. Lefkowitz the power to de­ 
cide whether special prose­ 
cutor Maurice H. Nadjari will 
be allowed to pursue an in­ 
vestigation of alleged political 
corruption in the Bronx. 
In a clear attempt not to 
repeat a previous public rela­ 
tions disaster, the governor 
Monday said he had asked 
Lefkowitz for a ruling in the 
politically explosive case to 
avoid even “ the impression of 
political interference" on his 
part. 
“ If we have learned anything 
from the last few years,” Carey 
said in his statement, "it is 
that an executive official ... is 
the last person to tell an in­ 
vestigator whether there is 
enough evidence against pub­ 
lic and party officials to con­ 
tinue a probe." 
Carey said Lefkowitz must 
d eterm ine the merit of 
Nadjari’s charge that state 
Democratic Chairman Patrick 
J. Cunningham has been sell­ 
ing judgeships in the Bronx 
before he, as governor, will 
sign an order expanding the 
special prosecutor's juris­ 
diction to conduct a grand jury 
probe. 
Carey was burned badly in 
the press last month when he 
attempted to fire Nadjari, a 
Republican, without first con­ 
sulting Lefkowitz. also a Re­ 
publican 
and 
the 
special 
prosecutor’s immediate supe­ 
rior. 
Nadjari alleged that the gov­ 
ernor was attempting to pro­ 
tect 
his Democratic friends 
from 
pending 
investigations 
and was backed by Lefkowitz, 
who gave the special prose­ 


cutor six months to complete 
his work. 
Carey said he would author­ 
ize the expansion of the special 
prosecutor’s jurisdiction into 
the Bronx provided that 
Lefkowitz 
“ determines 
the 
‘bona fides’ of Mr. Nadjari’s 
investigation. 
“ Without 
this determina­ 
tion," the governor concluded 
in a reference to the recent 
overturning of several of 
N a d ja ri’s more celebrated 
cases, "the potential for legal 
objection to the fruits of the 
probe may once again render 
indictments and convictions 
useless." 
Lefkowitz 
said 
he would 
study the problem and give an 
answer as soon as possible. 
Complicating the problem 
for Lefkowitz was the effort of 
Bronx District Attorney Mario 
Merola and Nadjari to reach 
an independent agreement on 
the 
extent 
of 
the 
special 
prosecutor’s jurisdiction in the 
Bronx. 
While Merola and Nadjari 
had no differences over the 
text of the agreement, Carey 
said, the Bronx DA “ specifi­ 
cally withholds his consent to 
a 
superseding 
investigation 
unless 
I, 
as 
governor, de­ 
termine the bona fide» ot the 
investigation. 
"This I cannot and will not 
do," Carey said. 
In a statement issued after 
the governor’s action, Merola. 
a Democrat, said, "...it was 
my duty as the district at­ 
torney to call the attention of 
the governor to the fact that 1 
had no first-hand, intimate or 
legal knowledge, other than 
newspaper accounts, of the 
scope of Mr. Nadjari’» in­ 
vestigations."

The Tri-State meeting was 
intended as a foru m for com­ 
ments on how the commission 
shou ld address su ch issu es as 


land-u se, hou sing, transporta­ 
tion, air and water pollu tion, 
energy , social serv ices and eco­ 
nomic dev elopment. 
"If there had ev er been a 
rational plan for pu blic trans­ 
portation,” Mrs. Carson told 
the commission, "these related 
issu es wou ld not hav e de­ 
v eloped. Conv ersely , u ntil 
there are adequ ate prov isions 
for pu blic transportation, the 
problems y ou mention will not 
go away .”

Carson 
maintained 


that the rejection of highway

I am conv inced 
that most stu dents do not 
cou ntenance others’ abu se of 
the food stam p program. If ou r 
campu ses are hav ens of ideal­ 
ism, if they are preparing 
fu tu re leaders who will fashion 
a more equ itable and ju st soci­ 
ety in y ears to come, then the 
Congress needs to hear from 
them .” 
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Mrs. Carson also accu sed 
DOT of “repeatedly misu sing 
fu nds that were appropriated 
for rails.” She charged that 
“Top priority shou ld go to im­ 
prov ed rail freight and passen­ 
ger serv ice, inclu ding su bway s 
and other rapid transit, com­ 
mu ter and intercity rail ser­ 
v ice." 


She also called on the com­ 
mission to propose and su p­ 
port legislation in New York 
State reev alu ating plans for 
constru ction of Interstate reev ­ 
alu ating plans for constru ction 
of Interstate and limited ac­ 
cess highway s.

This bu dget 
shows an increase of abou t one 
per cent. I think that is a 
significant achiev ement.” 
As Hinchey sees it, if people 
want lower tax es it’s going to 
hav e to be a joint effort. “Ev e­ 
ry body has a responsibility ,” 
he said. "All the responsibility 
cannot fall back on the state 
gov ernment. Part of those re­ 
du ctions are going to hav e to 
come on the local lev el.” 
Aid to localities in the form 
of school aid and rev enu e shar­ 
ing with local gov ernment ac­ 
cou nts for 60 per cent of the 
state bu dget. 
Hinchey feels that rev isions 
of formu las by which state aid 
is apportioned might better 
serv e Ulster Cou nty rather 
than a straight cash increase 
u nder ex isting formu las.

Simply Another Challenge

KINGSTON 


For those who view the 


Driftwood Floating Theatre 
with a special fondness, her 
predicament these days is par- 
ticularly heart-rending. For 
the man who spent 20 years 
breathing music and merri- 
ment into her delicate wooden 
bull, it's simply another 
challenge to be met and con- 
quered. 
. The showboat now rests on 


' the bottom of the Handout 


Creek in water 10 to 12 feet 
deep. Tilted at a rakish angle 
to'starboard, she tolerates an 
incessant battering from ice 
flows that move with the tides; 
inside, water laps gently at the 
theatre seats and covers a part 
of the stage. 
,'The Driftwood went down 
Saturday morning, the pres- 
sure of ice 18 inches thick 
forcing seams in the wood- 
planked hull to separate. The 
efforts of the fire department 
and a team of volunteers 
couldn't slow the relentless 
rush of water. 
'Captain Edward C. Furbush 
was on board—he and his wife 
live on the "Drifty"—when the 
showboat began to settle. After 
a quick call to the fire depart- 
ment, he started moving valu- 
ables to the balcony and sec- 
ond deck. The fire department 
installed one pump, a volun- 


teer unit responded with an- 
other, three more were pressed 
into action after a community- 
wide radio plea. The 
Driftwood's own gasoline-pow- 
ered pump kept running until 
it, too, was under water. But 
the showboat wouldn't budge. 


sent the Driftwood to the bot- 
tom. "The only reason we kept 
her in the creek," said 
Furbush, "was because we 
were supposed to have a mild 
winter. We left her in the 
water last winter, and didn't 
have any problems at ali. The 


'Old Man Winter' didn't cooperate this year. 


The plan now is to place 


pontoons along the hull and, 
with heavy pumping, let the 
boat rise 
1 with the tide, All the 


captain needs to do now is find 
the necessary equipment and 
materials, including two six- 
inch pumps by the next low 
tide. 


That shouldn't be too dif- 


ficult. If there were ever any 
doubts about the showboat's 
place in this community, they 
were erased over the weekend 
when a steady stream of 
friends and well-wishers 
gathered at the Broadway 
landing to offer their services 
and sympathy. 


"The people and the firemen 


who helped us were tremen- 
dous," said Capt. Furbush, "I 
can't say enough about them." 


The captain could say plen- 


ty about old man winter, 
whose freakish antics last week 


ice never got more than two or 
three inches thick." 


But the elements didn't co- 


operate this season. Tem- 
peratures plunged below zero 
for several successive nights, 
locking the showboat in an icy 
grip. The captain fought off 
disaster by determinedly chip- 
ping away the ice that pressed 
against Driftwood's hull. 


Then, late last week, a tug 


passed through the Rondout 
channel, breaking the ice into 
huge chunks. When the creek 
froze again the pressure 
opened quarter-inch seams in 
the hull on both sides and both 
ends. 


Fate, too, played a hand in 


the Driftwood's ignoble plunge 
on Saturday. "The mid-winter 
thaw is supposed to take place 
between Jan. 18 and 25," the 
captain said with a wry smile, 
"if this warm weather had 


arrived just two days earlier, 
all this wouldn't have hap- 
pened." 


Adversity isn't any stranger 


to the captain and crew of the 
Driftwood. They've spent two 
summers and two winters on 
the Rondout; fought bureau- 
cratic entanglements to win a 
permanent berth at the Broad- 
way landing; worked night and 
day on costumes and scenery; 
survived the disappointment 
of occasionally sparse crowds; 
lived a hand-to-mouth ex- 
istence during those lean days 
in the beginning. 


This year was to have been 


the biggest and the best for the 
showboat, with the Bicenten- 
nial celebration drawing vis- 
itors to Kingston from 
throughout the Northeast. The 
Driftwood, Furbush promises, 
will be ready. 


"This is just another set- 


back," he said quietly, "we'll 
be back. It will take a lot oi 
work, but we're not ready to 
give up now." 


If all goes well, the "Drifty" 


will be refloated this week, its 
interior dried out, its hull re- 
paired, the gingerbread trap- 
pings of an era lost, then re- 
captured, will be refurbished 
and restored. Come hell or 
high water—and Furbush has 
lived through both these past 
several days—Driftwood's cur- 
tain will rise again.

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Council Passes Budget

KINGSTON 


Mayor Francis R. Koenig told the aldermen he'd done his 


best with the 1976 budget and enough agreed with him at 
Monday nighl's meeting of the Common Council to easily 
approve the $8.8 million spending package virtually un- 
changed. 


With a simple majority of seven votes needed for approval, 


the budget passed by a 9-4 margin, cutting across party lines. 
The four-member Republican minority was evenly split with 
Alderman Clarence Raichle (First Ward) and Joseph Markle 
(Third Ward) voting for the budget and Robert Fitzgerald 
(Fourth Ward) and Titus Sims (13th Ward) voting against. 


Clearly, none of the aldermen relished the prospect of raising 


taxes by $20 a thousand but most felt that Koenig had little 
choice under the circumstances. Noting that "this is the largest 
tax increase in the history of the City of Kingston," Raichle, 
for one, felt there were other ways to maintain fiscal integrity 
than firing people. "I'd like to see some people go to Albany 
to get our equalization rate raised a point or two," he said. 


The city's equalization rate is at an all-time low at 26.2 per 


cent of full value and is one of the reasons county taxes 
increased over $7 per thousand this year in the city. 


Sims pointed out that with the city tax rate approaching $100 


per thousand and the school tax rate sure to go up later in the 
year, city residents would be paying $200 per thousand. He 
termed that "confiscatory" and predicted that people would 
lose their homes because of high taxes. 


Markle noted that "most of the increases were due to 


inflationary pressures" and said that "an honest effort had 
been made" to hold down spending. Koenig instituted a pay 
freeze this year in an effort to hold the line. The budget is up 
more than $700,000 from 1975's. 


Still, there were some who questioned the Council's inability, 


to change anything in a budget approaching $9 million and" 
containing hundreds of items. "You can't improve on a good 
thing," said Finance Chairman John E. Finch (D-Fifth Ward) 
who has spent the past three weeks reviewing the budget with 
his committee. 


Finch revealed that "the lab was the bone of contention," 


referring to the city laboratory. 


Alderman Philip DeCicco, (D-Ninth Ward), for one, voted 


against the budget because of the city lab. He said lab employes 
were getting $113,000 in raises and he felt the $57,000 the city 
pays its director was unwarranted. He called for a Council 
committee to investigate the financial operation of the lab. 


Alderman Daniel Smith (D-llth Ward) voted against the 


budget because he felt there was "hidden money" in it to build 
a transfer station for the collection of trash in his ward (off 
Wilbur Avenue at the old city incinerator). 


Sims raised that issue also along with the $249,000 a year 


contract the city has negotiated with Spada Sanitation for the 
removal of trash. 


Sims also warned that reassessment would not be a cure-all 


and that in itself it would cost a great deal of money to carry 
out. 


The rest of the meeting dealt with discretionary funds for the 


restoration of the old City Hall and the extension of Penn 
Central taxes of $923 for another year. 


The city has applied for $300,000 in federal funds to match 


state funds of $500,000 for restoration of the old building. The 
measure passed by an 11-2 vote with DeCicco and Donald E. 
Quick (D-Sixth Ward) voting in opposition. Both men felt the 
city had higher priorities than restoring old City Hall and 
neither felt it could be done for less than $1.5 million. 


The meeting was adjourned in memory of the late Clarence 


Stoutenburg, who served as Fourth Ward alderman for four 
years. "He was quiet but he did serve diligently and with 
honor," Quick said. Stoutenburg was the victim of a heart 
attack three weeks ago.

Jobless Fund 
Is in Danger 


ALBANY, N.Y. (UPI) - The state comptroller's office has 


warned that unless the economy zooms upward or action is 
taken to replenish the slate's Unemployment Insurance Fund, 
the fund will run dry before the end of 1977. 


The report, coupled with employers' opposition to increased 


assessments, appeared to kill any chance of increased jobless 
benefits this year. 


The fund, supported solely by levies on employers, has 


dwindled from $1.28 billion on Jan. 1, 1975, to $550 million on 
Dec. 31, Comptroller Arthur Levitt said Monday. 


In 1975, benefits paid out exceeded income from employers' 


levies by $730 million, Levitt said. The report estimated that 
payments would exceed contributions by $400 million in 1976 
and $200 million in 1977. 


If the state Department of Labor's projections prove correct, 


the report said, the fund will drop to $150 million by December, 
1976, and will be $140 million in the red by the end of 1977, 
necessitating federal loans to keep the program alive.

night. Authorities canceled 
the alert one-and-a-half hours 
later. 


The report leading to the 


alert said a Soviet Tupolev jet 
had been hijacked by Jews 
trying to go to Israel. Both 
Soviet officials and Western 
airline sources in Moscow said 
they had no information about 
it. 


The newspaper Yedioth 


Aharonoth today raised the 
possibility the hijacking was a 
fabrication possibly spread by 
Soviet secret services in prepa- 
ration for show trials of Jewish 
dissidents seeking to emigrate 
to Israel. 


"It is still unclear whether 


there had been any skyjacking, 
whether it was foiled, or 
whether the whole thing was a 
provocation," the newspaper 
said. 


The newspaper Ma'ariv said 


Jewish activists in Moscow re- 
ported no knowledge of any 
attempted hijacking in tele- 
phone conversaation with Tel 
Aviv. 


Aviation sources said Mon- 


day night that the captain of 
a Western airliner triggered 
the alert after allegedly over- 
hearing an exchange of 
messages between the sup- 
posedly hijacked plane and 
Soviet ground control.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 


Fraud and abuse in Depart- 
ment of Health, Education 
and Welfare programs costs 
millions of dollars each year 
but the agency's ability to 
probe the losses is "ridiculous- 
ly inadequate," according to a 
House report. 


The report, issued Monday 


by a subcommittee of the 
House Government Opera- 
tions Committee, said it could 
not estimate the dollar loss for 
programs such as welfare and 
Medicare "because HEW of- 
ficials could not provide in- 
formation on which a reliable 
estimate of such losses could 
be based." 


The study said "HEW's in- 


vestigative resources are ridic- 
ulously inadequate." It said 
the agency has more than 
129,000 
full-time employes, 


but when the probe began last 
year, "HEW's central in- 
vestigative unit had only 10 
investigators with a 10-year 
backlog of uninvestigated 
cases." 


"HEW officials were unable 


to supply a reliable estimate of 
fraud and abuse losses and 
could not even provide an ac- 
curate count of the number of 
programs the department ad- 
ministers," the report said. 


In response, a HEW spokes- 


man said the agency recog- 
nizes the problems cited by 
the report, "and we're gearing 
up to do something about it." 


The spokesman said Presi- 


dent Ford's new budget pro- 
posals would provide for 200 
additional staff members in 
college aid programs to deal 
with fraud and abuse in the 
guaranteed student loan pro- 
gram. 


He said the budget also asks 


for the conversion of 6,500 
twoyear positions to full-time 
jobs in the Social Security 
Administration, which in- 
cludes Medicare, and an addi- 
tional 2,000 department jobs 
to deal with administrative 
problems caused by the addi- 
tion of new programs.

HAVANA, Cuba (UPI) - Canadian Prime 


: Minister Pierre Trudeau entered today's 
formal talks with Premier Fidel Castro ex- 
pecting a difference of opinion on the ques- 
tion of Cuba's intervention in Angola. 


"I think in many areas we will have to 


agree to disagree," Trudeau said Monday 
night when questioned on the possible out- 
come of talks on Angola. 


Trudeau told Canadian newsmen shortly 


after his arrival in the Cuban capital that he 
opposed military intervention everywhere in 
the world. 


"We fear it can lead to an enlargement of 


hostilities instead of a reduction," he said. 


Cuba reportedly has 8,000-10,000 troops 


fighting with 
pro-Soviet 
forces in the 


Angolan civil war. 


Trudeau said he planned to discuss Angola 


with the Cuban leader, but "I don't think 
that Prime Minister Castro will share my 
opinion." 


Trudeau denied that his Cuba trip might 


be viewed as anti-American by the United 
States, which opposes Cuba's involvement 
in Angola. 


"We have deep relations with the United 


States," Trudeau said. 


Trudeau, on the second leg of a three- 


nation Latin American visit, arrived from 


Mexico at Havana's Jose Marti airport Mon- 
day to a tumultuous welcome. 


Cuban Foreign Ministry officials said the 


greeting by over 100,000 citizens was sur- 
passed only by that given to Mexican Presi- 
dent Luis Echeverria last year. 


Castro welcomed the prime minister's 


plane dressed in green fatigues and wearing 
a pistol on his hip. Some 2,500 demonstrat- 
ors waved Canadian and Cuban flags and 
chanted "Cu-ba, Can-a-da — long live 
Cuban-Canadian friendship." 


Trudeau reviewed a military parade, shook 


hands with about 100 diplomats and Cuban 
officials, then strolled to the crowd barrier to 
greet some of the demonstrators. 


Signs in English, French and Spanish 


proclaimed Cuban-Canadian friendship be- 
neath a 60-by 40-foot portrait of the Canadi- 
an leader on the airport terminal wall. 


Trudeau, Castro and Cuban President 


Osvaldo Dorticos climbed into the back of an 
open, olive-colored Russian limousine for the 
trip to the city. They waved at an estimated 
120,000 persons lining the eight-mile route. 


Trudeau, who held talks with Echeverria 


in Mexico City over the weekend, planned to 
fly to Venezuela Thursday on the final leg 
of his 11-day tour.

250 Called for Selection of Jury, Alternates 
Patty's Hopes Rest in Threat Argument 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — For Patricia Hearst, today was thi; start of her 


day in court. Her hopes lay in the hands of a top criminal lawyer who will argue 
she helped rob a bank because she thought she was a dead little girl if she didn't. 


The prosecution had 50 witnesses and 40 photographs to try to prove the 21- 


year-old newspaper heiress stood in the bank lobby with a carbine in her hands 
two months after she was kidnaped by the Symbionese Liberation Army. 


A major question in Miss Hearst's favor was, why0 


A panel of 250 prospective jurors were to be brought into federnl court t<>dn> 


for selection of the 12 regular and six alternates who will spend a sequestered 
two months or more looking for the answer. Jury selection was expected to take 
two days at the most. 


Miss Hearst was kidnaped from her Berkeley, Calif., apartment on Feb. 4. 


1974. Later, on a tape recording, she said she had joined her captors, denounced 
her family and said she had fallen in love with one of the terrorists. 


The abduction and the later series of crimes blamed on Miss Hearst and other 


members of the SLA touched off one of the biggest manhunts in U.S. history 
It ended with the capture at gunpoint of Miss Hearst and three other members 
of the SLA in San Francisco last September. 


U.S. District Judge Oliver Carter removed the last obstacle to the trial 


Monday when he rejected a defense motion for dismissal on grounds the grand 
jury had not been told the details of her "violent abduction." 


Carter said it was not the duty of a grand jury to decide guilt or innocence 


— simply whether there was enough evidence to bring an indictment. 


Such was interest surrounding the trial that 111 seat.s. were sei aside tor news 


media and only 66 for the general public plus six for Miss Hearst's family. 


Carter refused to issue a "gag order" to prevent both sides from discussing 


a case which follows in the last six years on the heels ot Siriiun Sirhan, the 
Manson "family," Angela Davis. Daniel Ellsberg. mass murderer Junn Corona 
and would-be presidential assassins Lynette Fromme and Sara .lane Moore. 


At a hearing on the eve of her trial, Miss Hearst looked frail and remote sitting 


in the courtroom. There were dark circles below her eyes in a pale face. She 
wore P. navy bh IB pants suit with a white scarf, and her auburn hair was combed 
in a smooth, long wave.

13th U.S. Veto 


Blocks PLO Move

MOYNIHAN RAISES A VETO HAND

- The United States 


has cast its 13th veto in U.N. 
history to block a resolution 
calling for establishment of an 
independent Palestinian state 
and Israeli withdrawal from all 
occupied Arab territory. 


The vote was 9-1 Monday 


night in favor of the resolution. 
Britain, Italy and Sweden abs- 
tained and China and Libya 
refused to take part in the 
vote. However, the U.S. ballot 
was all that was needed to kill 
the measure. 


U.S. 
Ambassador 
Daniel 


Moynihan told the Council he 
vetoed the resolution because 
the negotiating framework of 
the Geneva Middle East peace 
conference established under 
previous U.N. resolutions 
"would have been altered in 
ways that would have been 
seriously harmful to the future 
of the peace-making process". 


He said the veto was based 


not on antipathy to the aspira- 
tions of the Palestinians, but 
on the conviction that passage 
would not better their condi- 
tion "nor be the most effective 
way of addressing the long 
neglected 
problem of their 


future in the context of an 
overall settlement." 


In Washington, the State 


Department said "there would 
be no chance of further pro- 
gress if this negotiating 
framework, painfully erected 
over years of trial and error, 
were not left intact". 


The two-week debate on the 


Middle East brought a tactical 


victory to the Arabs in gaining 
recognition for the Palestine 
Liberation Organization as a 
major political factor in the 
Middle East. 


Israel boycotted the session 


because the PLO was included 
in the debate. 


The State Department 


statement, issued shortly after 
Moynihan cast the veto, in-, 
dicated a willingness to dia- 
cuss participation of the PLO 
when Geneva talks resumed. 


Egyptian President Anwar 


Sadat offered a similar indica- 
tion last week and Chaim 
Herzog, Israeli ambassador to 
the United Nations, quickly 
endorsed it. 


The U.S. veto killed a reso- 


lution sponsored 
by Benin 


(Dahomey), Guyana, Panama, 
Pakistan, Romania and Tan- 
zania that would have had the 
Council affirm that: 


— The Palestinian people 


should have the right to estab- 
lish an independent slate in 
the Middle East. 


— Palestine refugees should 


be entitled to return to their 
former property within Israel 
or receive compensation for it. 


— Israel should withdraw 


from all Arab territory oc- 
cupied since June, 1967. 


— Guarantees should be giv- 


en for the sovereignty, territo- 
rial integrity and political in- 
dependence of all states in the 
area —obviously including Is- 
rael — "to live in peace within 
secure and recognized bound- 
aries".

For Chinese mythology 


would have it that, in the 
beginning, Heaven and Earth 
had been created as a solid 
and, in time, had separated — 
after floods broke the circle of 
supporting pillars that made 
of the bowl of Heaven the sky 
above the earth. But, even 
after the heavenly umbrella 
had separated from the earth, 
there were still no men. 


And so it was that the 


goddess Nu-kua attempted to 
repair the damage done to the 
structure of the physical world 
by becoming the creator of 
human creation. She set about 
modelling men out of yellow 
earth. But this process seemed 
too tedious and so the goddess 
— this divine being — took a 
rope and dipped it into the 
mud and trailed it about so 
that drops fell off.

WEST SHOKAN 


The United States was cele- 


brating a special anniversity in 
1876 — the centennial. The 
observances that year were 
largely oriented toward the 
past, but celebrations were 
carried out in a manner reflect- 
ing the fashions and meeting 
the needs of Americans in the 
year of 1876. 


Advised former governor of 


New York, Horatio Seymour, 
on that occasion: 


"The speech-makers would 


say about the same thing here- 
after that they have said here- 
tofore about the battles of the 
Revolution. But time will 
make great changes in the 
manners, customs, and social 
aspect of our people. Things 
that seem commonplace now 
will be curious and interesting 
in the future." 


Time has indeed made great 


changes, among them the cus- 
toms governing the post office. 
No one could have foreseen on 
Jan. 26,1876-when the U.S. 
Post Office was established in 
the Ulster County village of 
West Shokan — that the 
future would bring a 13 cent 
stamp. Or that the "com- 
monplace" horsedrawn mail 
wagon would give way to truck 
and airplane. 


And, as the West Shokan 


Post Office celebrates its own 
centennial this week, old- 
timers who can still recall the 
era of parcel post boom yearn 
for a similar booming service 
today. 


By 1876, the centennial year 


in which the West Shokan 
Post Office, with DeLancy N. 
Mathews serving as Post- 
master, opened its doors, the 
United States already ex- 
tended from sea to sea. That 
feat had been predicted by 
John Adams a century earlier 
when he wrote that Independ- 
ence Day would be celebrated 
"from one end of the continent 
to the other." 


When the West Shokan Post 


Office 
opened, 
Ulysses S. 


Grant was in the final year of 
his presidency, and Samuel J. 
Tilden was governor of New 
York and a candidate for the 
presidency in the most con- 
troversial and closely-con- 
tested election in the history of 
the nation, an election he was 
to lose to Rutherford B. Hayes. 


That was the year, too, when 


Americans were in a mood to 
stress the industrial and scien- 
tific progress they had 
achieved, not the least of 
which was the labor and pa-

Arms Merchant 
WASHINGTON—A tongue-lashing applied by a bumptious Iranian 


general to a startled U.S. Cabinet member over lunch Jan. 19 in a 
private Pentagon dining room reveals the woes and suggests the folly 
of this country's present posture as the world's greatest arms merchant. 


Gen. Hassan Toufanian, Iran's vice minister of war for armament, 


was hopping mad over the rising cost of U. S. weapons and the low 
production in Iran by the international consortium of oil companies. 
In rough language, he told Secretary of Defense Donald Rumsfeld to 
lower arms prices and pressure American members of the consortium 
to step up oil production, thereby generating more dollars to buy 
weapons. Otherwise, Toufanian warned, Iran might seek new arms 
suppliers and new allies. 


Attempting to bully Rumsfeld, one of 


Washington's most cold-blooded in- 
fighters, was a colossal tactical error. 
While contenting himself at lunch with a 
cool rejection of the Iranian's demands, 
Rumsfeld may now align himself with the 
minority of administration officials long 
skeptical about Uncle Sam as arms 
merchant for the Shah of Iran. 


What also remains to be seen is whether 


Rumsfeld might join Treasury Secretary 
William Simon in renewing an old policy 
dispute inside the Ford administration. 
Simon still wants confrontation against 
the international oil cartel (OPEC) in 
"general and Iran in particular to break 
world oil prices. Until now, President 
Ford has rejected Simon's advice and 
accepted 
Secretary of State Henry 


• Kissinger's policy of aiding OPEC mem- 


bers—including heavy arms aid for Iran. 


That aid can be traced to President 


Richard M. Nixon's travels in May 1972 
at the peak of his power and popularity. 


1 Arriving in Teheran May 30 after signing 
• the SALT agreement in Moscow, Nixon 


•• promised heavy U.S. arms sales to Shah 
r Mohammed Reza Pahlevi. 


The Shah, intent on countering Soviet 


• power, thereupon escalated his weapons 
. purchases. From $113 million in 1970 and 
; $524 million in 1972 (the year of Nixon's 


Teheran visit), Iranian orders of U.S. 
arms climbed to $2.1 billion in 1973, $3.9 
billion in 1974 and $2.6 billion in 1975. 


These purchases certainly did not trig- 


ger the Shah's big push inside OPEC for 
high oil prices; basically, he needed 
•dollars for ambitious internal improve- 
• ments. Nevertheless, Gen. Toufanian's 
demands at the Pentagon last week 
reflect a vicious cycle between oil and 


• weapons. 


Disastrous worldwide inflation, caused 


• mainly by expensive oil, creates the rise 


• in U.S. arms costs which aggravated the 
' Iranian general. But the depressing effect 
of OPEC prices has reduced Western oil 


• demand, lending to Iran's slack produc- 
tion, nlso complained about by Toufa- 
ninn. Faced with dollar needs to finance 
his wenpon orders, Iran cannot even 
contemplate lowering OI'KC prices to 


coincide with reduced demand.

At the least, 
he is not about to capitulate to the 
Iranian general's demands for lower arms 
and more oil. 


Considerably less certain but vastly 


more important is what side, if any, 
Rumsfeld takes when Simon renews ef- 
forts for a new U.S. offensive pitting 
Saudi Arabia against Iran to break OPKC 
prices. If Rumsfeld intervenes against 
Kissinger's policy of exchanging inflated 
arms for inflated oil, that Jan. 19 lunch- 
eon nt the Pentagon may prove lateful 
indeed.

presidential trail. But this time he's in a wheelchair, for his diagnosis- 
was correct. A bullet struck his spine and turned our most dogged; 
presidential candidate into a paraplegic.

Should this handicap bar him from the White House? Wallace looks; 


upon himself as a poor man's Franklin D. Roosevelt, who successfully; 
governed the nation from a wheelchair. But polio left FDR merely with; 
disabled legs; Arthur Bremer's bullets left Wallace paralyzed from the; 
waist down.

The Governor and his doctors insist that the paralysis wouldn t; 


hamper him as President. "If you can concede that a man can run. 
the presidency from a wheelchair," said one of his doctors, "then;

Wallace conducts the business of Ala- 


bama from his wheelchair. He sometimes 
propels his wheelchair himself but usual- 
ly for short distances only. Aides move 
him through the halls, hoist him into cars 
and bathrooms, prop him up for speeches, 
fetch things he is unable to reach. 


The Governor says he feels no pain from 


his paralysis. "I have dis 


comfort after a long time sitting in one 


position," he told our associate Jim 
Grady, "but no pain, no pain at all." 


For awhile, Wallace took tegretol, anon- 


addictive, non-narcotic drug to ease his 
discomfort. He recently quit using the 
aspirin-like medicine. He smiled when he 
said: "It don't really do any good." 


He watches his weight carefully, eating 


a light breakfast, often skipping lunch. 
His major meal of the day comes in the 
evening before he settles down for a night 
of phone calls. 


Between his exercises and his weight 


watching, Wallace is trimmer than many 
men who are not confined to a sedentary 
life. "Physically," he said, "I can eat 
anything, drink anything I want." 


Nevertheless, he leaves alcohol alone. 


The Governor describes himself as

1947. "Now," he said, "I don't drink any 
wine, beer or hard spirits."

How strong a defense do we need in peace time? 


Today, technology has compressed the 


time between a warning and attack. If a 
country does not have its forces in a high 
state of readiness at the outset, we certainly 
will not have the time in the future that we 
had during World War EL There is no such 
thing as an instant Navy that will be put to 
sea after (an attack). When one looks at 
defense in terms of insurance, you can only 
say that you do not buy your insurance 
policy after you are dead. 


(The problem is that) in peace time, the 


various services come forward with all nf the 
nice big-ticket items. The readiness goes 
down, and the amount of money spent on 
operations and maintenance goes down 
because we are buying big-ticket items on 
the assumption that when the war starts, we 
will be buying everything anyway. (There is) 
much more danger from (such spending) 
than from the chance Congress is going to 
make any big cuts. We ought to be able to 
defend the country with §100 billion in peace 
time, if you spend it well. 


Should rising defense budgets be cut? 


I'm not sure that the defense budgets are 


going up in terms of real dollars. If one would 
convert dollars into some base line, you'll see 
that this is not the case. You can look at 
other aspects of the federal budget — and, 
for that matter, at your own budget — and 
see what's happened. The cold, hard, fright- 
ening facts are that today we have fewer 
aircraft, fewer ships, fewer divisions than we 
have had at any time since before the 
Korean War . . . 


There are a lot of phony ways of measuring 


the Defense Department's budget. One of 
them is to compare it with what we had in 
1964. The relevant question is what are the 
interests of the United States and how much 
do you need to defend those interests. We do 
have fewer divisions, planes and ships. But, 
on the other hand, what we have are more 
capable than what we had in 1964. I think 
it's true that the country does want a strong 
defense. But that does not mean that the 
country does not want to cut military spend- 
ing. 


Should the U.S. maintain forces in South Korea and the Indian Ocean? 


The only war you really win is the one you 


don't fight. Our basic military policy is 
focused on achieving deterrents. As far as the 
Indian Ocean is concerned, no matter what 
action is taken to make us independent in 
energy, the facts are that we will be import- 


••'"•ing oil from the Mideast for many, many 
" •• years to come. And the sea lines of transpor- 
'•"' tation from the Mideast to Europe — to the 


United States and Japan, for that matter — 
obviously go through the Indian Ocean. 


" Without (our base in) Diego Garcia, the 


-•• United States does not have a single air field 
-.. -or a single naval facility that can be used in 
• - -the entire Indian Ocean without making 
* -diplomatic arrangements in advance. That 


is unacceptable. 
(Regarding Korea) we 
': - either have to main tain a presence to give

I think the question you want to ask is 


what are the interests of the United States. 
I think you get widespread agreement that 
Western Europe is very important. That 
Japan is very important. That the Middle 
East is very important. Those are places that 
are vital to the security of the United States, 
and our defense budget and our troop dis- 
position ought to be done with those in mind. 
What does that say about the Indian Ocean? 
I think that says the United States should 
not have a base in the Indian Ocean. What 
does it say about Korea? That is a very, very 
tough question. The problem with Korea is 
very similar to our problem with Vietnam. 
We are getting locked into a situation where 
we are backing a regime which is corrupt and 
autocratic and harsh.

Where Candidates Stand on Abortion 


Editor's Note: Most presidential candidates would like to 


duck the abortion issue, but where they stand can determine 
the outcome of close primaries. This column is the first of 
a survey of candidates' positions. 


WASH1GTON, D.C. 


(KFS) — It is already clear 


abortion will be an un- 
avoidable issue in this presi- 
dential campaign, but in itself 
it does not seem likely to affect 
a large number of votes. 


What it may do, however, is 


contribute to a voter's 
cumulative impression of a 
candidate asliberal or 
con- 


servative on social issues. 


And it may swing a tiny 


share of voters who feel deeply 
that abortion is murder or, on 
the other side, that an essen- 
tial key to the women's move- 
ment for equality is the right 
to control her own body. In 
primaries where the turnout is 
small, a handful of votes can 
make a difference. 


Emotional 


Fringe 


Abortion, although a fringe 


issue, arouses such violent 
emotions on both sides that 


politicians have had difficulty 
coping with it. The question 
was raised in all the Democrat- 
ic issues forums held across 
the country this fall, because 
the Women's Political Caucus, 
which is strongly pro-abortion, 
was widely represented at the 
sessions. The Democratic pres- 
idential candidates who at- 
tended the issues conference in 
Louisville, Ky., in November 
were all asked their position on 
the issue. In Iowa, candidates 
campaigning for precinct 
caucus votes were frequently 
asked about it, usually by 
anti-abortion supporters. 


Most presidential can- 


didates would like to duck the 
issue, and in their bobbing and 
weaving have created a great 
deal of confusion as to where 
they really stand. The safest 
position, which most of them 
hold, is to hide behind the 1973 
Supreme Court decision legal- 
izing limited abortion 
and 


throw the buck back to the 
court. (This cop-out was not 
available to George McGovern 


in 1972, and the widespread 
impression that he favored 
abortion added to the public 
perception of him as a radical, 
even though he tried to wriggle 
out of it by saying it ought to 
be a matter for the states to 
decide.) 


But the abortion issue, to 


those greatly concerned with 
the problem, goes beyond pre- 
sent support of the Supreme 


Court ruling. By one count, 86 
pieces of legislation seeking to 
get around the ruling have 
been introduced in Congress 
since 1973. The anti-abcrtion 
forces are pushing hard for a 
constitutional amendment 
which would reverse the ruling 
and make abortion illegal. 


What follows is a careful 


survey of what the presidential 
candidates have said and how 
they have voted (which are not 
always the same thing) on 
abortion-related questions. 
This column will begin with 
the two Republicans, Presi- 
dent Gerald Ford and ex-Gov- 
ernor Ronald Reagan. Subse- 
quent columns will continue 
with the Democrats. 


Discreet 
Leaning? 


The President has been very 


discreet on the subject. As a 
congressman, he voted for a 
proposed c o n s t i t u t i o n a l 
amendment which would give 
the states the right to legislate 
freely on abortion. But as Pres- 
ident he permitted the Depart- 
ment of Defense to rescind an 


executive order of President 
Nixon requiring military hos- 
pitals and public health cen- 
ters to continue to follow sUte 
restrictions on abortion, re- 
gardless of whether they ap- 
peared to conflict with the 
Supreme Court decision. And 
when a group of Catholic 
bishops raised the issue with 
him during a White House 
meeting last summer, Ford de- 
clined to express his views. 


About all Ford has said pub- 


licly is that he supports the 
Supreme Court. His wife, Bet- 
ty, however, is an outspoken 
champion of women's rights 
and has called the upholding 
of a woman's right to an abor- 
tion "a great, great decision." 


Reagan has said flatly he 


would support a constitutional 
amendment to make abortion 
illegal and is highly praised in 
"Right to Life" literature. He 
has not, however, specified 
which of the many versions he 
approves nor if he could sup- 
port 
the harshest 
amend- 


ments, which would not even 
allow an exception to save the 
life of the mothzr.

Dick West 


in the Ear 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The question often is asked, why 


do we have so many presidential candidates this year? 


I was baffled by that myself until a few days ago. Now I'm 


convinced it's an inner ear condition. 


I was put next to this theory by a monologist named Albert 


Brooks, who is a leading authority on disc jockeys. 


In one of his monologues, which I came across recently, 


Brooks revealed that the inner ears of a disc jockey are different 
from those of other people. 


"Whatever noise he hears he can turn instantaneously into 


a compliment," Brooks reported. 


I believe tests would show the same condition is prevalent 


among presidential candidates. 


Whatever happens in an election year a presidential can- 


didate can turn instantaneously into something favorable to his 
campaign. 


Just check the statements of the losing candidates in last 


week's Democratic precinct caucuses in Iowa. Or check the 
White House statements after the polls showed President Ford 
in danger of being overtaken by Ronald Reagan. 


There are exceptions, of course. Former North Carolina Gov. 


Terry Sanford, who pulled out of the race last week, apparently 
was getting bad inner ear vibrations. 


But the deejay syndrome is widespread and may be what 


caused most candidates to get into the race in the first place. 
Here's a typical case history: 


Two years before the election, Senator X lets it be known he 


•is considering entering the race. Thereafter, his name is 
included on the list of prospecktive candidates. 


Then when the senator hears his name mentioned in this 


context, his inner ear turns it into evidence that he is being 
encouraged to run. 


That could account for the large number of long shots who 


have entered the race without visible means of support. 


One confirmed case of deejay inner ear showed up recently 


in a press release by Rep. Thomas M. Rees, D-Calif. 


He cited the high precentage of "no opinion" responses in 


presidential polls as "an overwhelming indication of the 
national support for my candidacy." 


Nevertheless, he announced he had decided not to run. He 


said the national interest required that he remain in Congress 
so he could attend to his duties as chairman of the powerful 
House Recording Studio Committee. 


Since the condition doesn't show up in blood tests, many of 


the candidates may not be aware that they have deejay inner 
ear. Even their best friends won't tell them, but President Ford 
may have dropped a hint in his recent State of the Union 
message. 


He was perhaps addressing his fellow candidates when he 


spoke of the need for "new realism."

The White House does not 


set aside Fordian slips. 


But aspects of its confidence 


in Gerald Ford being elected 
President in November in- 
clude: 


— A belief that Reagan 


already is showing signs of 
scuttling himself. A White 
House aide pointed with as- 
surance at Reagan's opening 
gambit in New Hampshire 
primary campaigning having 
to be defensive and ex- 
planatory about his Septem- 
ber proposal to chop annual 
federal spending by S90 
billion. 


Reagan has been forced to 


spend time telling New Hamp- 
shire folks that he won't force 
the state to have a sales tax by 
cutting off federal monies and 
he wouldn't dream of bombing 
Social Security benefits. 


— A belief that while public 


opinion polls may not have 
shown Ford to be king of the 
political mountain, they also 
have shown no one else wear- 
ing a crown. Ford remains the 
man to beat. He is the leader. 


— Criticism of Ford has not 


managed to cement on any 
killer political issue. There is 
no known evidence that any 
sizable bloc of voters regard 
the President as the man who 
would bring on heavier taxes 
or unleash the floodgates of 
inflation. 


The pncketbook has been a 


gut issue since the Colonials 
griped about taxation without 
representation. There may be 
Democrats who believe any 
Republican can usher in a de- 
pression but. at least, this is 
hardly likely to pester Ford in 
his initial 1976 struggle, the 
race with Rengun for the GOP 
nomination. 


— Ford really and truly en 


joys a polity-ill campaign. His 
much criticized tund-rmsing 
travels for the GOP the past 
year support that Hut it also 
testifies to his sincere enjoy- 
ment over current political 
events. Whatever the noises 
and thumps and booms of the 
campaign, Ford loves it. There 
is no glunmess in the Oval 
Office. 


— Ford and his team believe 


the intensifying campaign can 
only help him by opening his 


rivals to criticism. Every act of 
the President is subject to 
criticism and applause. So 
now, more than when rival? 
could merely savage Ford's 
acts, their own statements and 
positins and records come un- 
der fire. 


— The White House eagerly 


looks forward to later this 
month Ford making public his 
budget and legislative pro- 
posals for 1976. The theme of 
the proposals — bigger tax 
cuts, chop that spending — 
cannot 
harm 
his 
politcal 


chances.

Lights, Strange Shapes, 
Floating in Their Skies 


CLOV1S, N.M. (UPI) — One investigator 


thinks there's validity to the recent reports 
of unidentified flying objects over eastern 
Ne\v Mexico But two other investigators say 
the sightings are merely the result of natural 
phenomena viewed through overactive im- 
aginations 


The UFO reports began last Wednesday 


night and numerous reports were received for 
four successive nights. By the weekend, 
when UFO observers from across the nation 
had converged on the area, cloud cover 
temporarily halted the sightings. 


But the clouds began clearing Monday 


night and the reports of UFOs began anew 


At least two UFO sightings were reportedly 


called into the police station Monday night, 
but police refused to confirm the reports or 
give details about them. 


"I have orders from our chief to make no 


more statements at all (about the alleged 
UFOs)," said a dispatcher. 


One investigator who came to Clovis to 


check on the reports said Monday he be- 
lieved the alleged UFOs were scout ships 
from outer space. 


James Eppes of Valley Center, Calif., a 


member of the UFO Education Center, said 
he was convinced of the validity of the 
sightings by two persons who'told him they 
saw a scout craft board a mother ship. 


"The gentleman saw something skim over 


very fast at tree-top level, fairly large, about 


two blocks ahead of him," Eppes said. "It 
accelerated fast and rose rapidly to about the 
height of the Hotel Clovis." 


Later the same man "saw not only the 


previous object but an object about twice as 
big," he said. "The smaller object went into 
the bigger object as though it were swallowed 
up. From the information we have it looks 
as though the craft they sighted was a scout 
craft about 33 feet in diameter " 


But two other investigators — Dr. John L. 


Warren of Los Alamos and Tommy Blann of 
Waco, Tex — said they weren't convinced. 


Blann, director of the Texas UFO Study 


Group, said he believed the sightings were 
caused by natural phenomena. 


"What the reports turned out to be was 


nothing more than the effects of a tem- 
perature inversion on planets and btars," 
said Blann, who went to Clovis last week to 
investigate the reports. 


He said a photograph of a cigar-shaped 


object proved to be a time-lapse picture of 
the planet Venus while a scored area on the 
ground reported to have been caused by 
UFOs was actually the result of children 
playing with fireworks. 


"From all data we have found we feel these 


sightings in the Clovis area were nothing 
more than the misidentification of natural 
phenomena and in fact have gotten out of 
hand," said Blann. 


Federal Spending Guides Other Spending 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The government will 


spend $88 billion this year to encourage taxpayers 
to spend their money the way the government wants 
it spent. 


The government calls these outlays "tax expen- 


ditures." They are taxes the government does not 
impose on income spent in certain ways. These 
uncollected taxes are paid by somebody else. 


For that reason, tax expenditures are also called 


"subsidies." 


The $88 billion figure comes from President Ford's 


new budget. It is about $4 billion more than last 
year. A 1974 law requires the Treasury to compute 
and publish the figures. 


One big tax expenditure is the deduction home- 


owners claim on the interest paid on mortgages. It 
will save them — and cost other taxpayers — $4.5 
billion in 1976 (down $868 million from last year). 


This deduction was put into law to encourage 


home ownership, which Congress decided was de- 
sirable, and to help the home-building industry — 
and painters, furniture makers, landoaners, re- 
altors, lumbermen, insurance companies, mortgage 


lenders and others who prosper when homes are 
built and sold. 


From one point of view, the mortgage deduction 


is a tax break for homeowners. From another, it is 
a subsidy to the home-building and home- 
furnishing industries. From a third, it is a subsidy 
paid to homeowners by non-homeowners. 


This $4.5 billion expenditure is not appropriated 


or reviewed by Congress. It is one of 77 tax 
expenditures listed in the budget. A bigger one is 
the $6.8 billion tax expenditure for businesses which 
invest in new plant and equipment. 


A few others: 
— Income earned abroad by U.S. citizens, $145 


million in 1976, up $15 million from 1975. 


— Depletion allowances for those' who mine 


minerals, saving corporations $1 billion, individuals 
$500 million. 


— Tax-exempt status for credit unions, $135 


million. 


— Speedy amortization of railroad rolling stock, 


$30 million. 


— College scholarships, $210 million. 


— Medical insurance premiums and heavy medi- 


cal expenses, $3.6 billion. 


— Social Security payments to the retired, $3 


billion.

— Business tax exclusion for earnings in U.S. 


possessions, $240 million. 


— Depreciation on rental housing (to induce 


construction of more apartments, which might 
bring down rents - thus an indirect subsidy to 
tenants to compensate for the homeownership sub- 
sidy they don't get) $550 million. 


— Deduction for charitable contributions, $4.2 


billion. 


— Exemption for one-half of profits from the sale 


of stocks held six months or longer or other property 
(known as capital gains), $5.4 billion for investors, 
$760 million for businesses, both up substantially 
from last year. 


When Rep.Wilbur Mills, D-Ark., was chairman of 


the House Ways and Means Committee, he in- 
troduced a bill to abolish them, so Congress would 
have to review them. His bill went nowhere.

as — are rediscovering the 
importance of the branding 
iron. But for many of them it's 
too late. 


Every week about 20 horses 


disappear from Texas pastures 
and lawmen say that the ma- 


jority of them end up in 
slaughterhouses for export to 
Europe where the meat is con- 
sidered a delicacy. 


"Horse rustling continues to 


be on the upswing," said 
Cullen Robinson, chief in- 
vestigator for the Texas and 
Southwestern Cattle Raisers 
Association. 


In the past year horse thefts 


have doubled. Two national 
conferences have been held on 
the problem and another is 
planned for this year. 


Most western states have 


proof-of-ownership regis- 
tration or brand laws for cat- 
tle, but few have the same 


requirements for horses. And 
Texas, despite a 650,000 horse 
population — the nation's 
largest — has none. 


"The problem is that most 


people today are buying 1,200 
pound animals as just big 'ole 
pets," said Robinson, who 
heads a team of 32 cattle as- 
sociation investigators (all 
special Texas Rangers and 
certified peace officers). 


"If they even think about 


branding their horse, they 
quickly nix it because, one, 
they think the branding will 
hurt it and, two, they don't 
want to disfigure the hide.

Say Ancient Ozone Layer 
Eroded with Bad Results 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — In 


a report with implications for 
the future, government scien- 
tists have said Saturday they 
have found evidence suggest- 
ing a severe erosion of Earth's 
ozone shield 700,000 years ago 
may have wipfed out some 
species of marine micro-or- 
ganisms. 


The report said it appears a 


"celestial triple play" was re- 
sponsible for the partial de- 
struction of the layer of ozone 
in the stratosphere that 
screens out much of the sun's 
ultraviolet radiation. 


There is concern among 


some scientists now that ex- 
haust from supersonic trans- 
port planes or the fluorocarbon 
propellents from spray cans, 
rising into the upper at- 
mosphere, might touch off a 
chain of chemical reactions 
that could deplete the ozone 
layer.

They suggested that a com- 


bination of a weak magnetic 
field surrounding Earth, large 
bursts of radiation from the 
sun and chemical reactions in 
the upper atmosphere worked 
together to reduce the ozone in 
the upper atmosphere 700,000 
years ago. 


Such a series of phenomena 


are not likely to occur again for 
another 2,000 or 3,000 years, 
the scientists said.

"It's such quick, easy mon- 


ey. Most of the thefts take 
place around the metropolitan 
areas where horses are boarded 
in pastures without people liv- 
ing on the place," Robinson 
said. "There's no way of pro- 
tecting them. The rustlers will 
just pull up a trailer, take 
down a fence, load up the 
animal and calmly drive away. 


"The alternative, of course, 


is the branding iron." 


Robinson said most legit- 


imate slaughterhouses would 
not touch a branded horse un- 
til the owner of the brand was 
notified. 


"Most rustlers would avoid 


stealing a branded horse and if 
they are stolen, they are a lot 
more easily recoverable than 
unbranded ones." 


Any horse owner — even 


urbanites with a Shetland 
pony — can secure a personal 
brand by registering it with 
the county clerk. A metal shop 
can build the branding iron 
and the squeamish usually can 
find a veterinarian or horse- 
shoer to do the marking.

— The executive director of 
the Major League Baseball 
Players Association said Mon-

players-owners committee es- 
tablished in 1969 to discuss the 
reserve system were discon- 
tinued because the owners 
were unwilling to make any 
changes. 


"After the initial dis- 


cussions, the owners took the 
position they liked the pro- 
cedure as it was," said Marvin 
Miller, explaining why only 
three committee meetings 
were held. "They wanted no 
changes of any type " 


Miller 
testified 
during a 


hearing on the owners' suit 
challenging the right of ar- 
rbitrator Peter Seiz to rule

Miller said at various times 


each side used different defini- 
tions of the reseve system. 


"At no time was their's an

Was Bob Lanier the Reason? 


Pistons Suddenly Fire 
Ray Scott 


DETROIT (UPI) — A "breakdown in communications"—not 


Detroit's 17-25 record or a disagreement with Bob Lanier—is 
the reason the Pistons' owners give for sacking the most 
successful coach they have ever had, Ray Scott. 


Scott was fired during a team practice in suburban South- 


field, Mich., Monday night and the triumvirate of owners Bill 
Davidson and Herb Tyner plus General Manager Oscar 
Feldman passed the job of getting the Pistons past the 
Milwaukee Bucks to Assistant Coach Herb Brown. 


Brown, known best for being the older brother of ABA 


champion Denver Nugget Coach Larry Brown, starts creating 
his own coaching reputation tonight when Detroit goes to 
Cleveland to play the Cavaliers. Detroit hosts Chicago on 
Wednesday night. 


"We felt now was the time we had to make the change," 


Feldman said. "We felt it was in the best interest of the team. 
"There was a lack of communication, a lack of rapport, 
whatever you want to use. It came down to human rela- 
tionships." 


Human relationships, getting along with his team while 


getting his ideas across, were something Scott prided himself 
in as he compiled a 151-130 record in his three-plus seasons 
as coach of the Pistons, It was the only above-.500 record a 
Detroit coach has ever had. 


Though Feldman said "his termination certainly had nothing 


to do with our losing streak" and Detroit is only a half-game 
behind first-place Milwaukee in the NBA's Midwest Division, 
it is almost certain Scott would have stayed had the Pistons' 
record been the reverse. 


The club has been fatally plagued by injuries since Dec. 9, 


when sparkplug guard Kevin Porter suffered a knee injury that 
required surgery. Various other injuries have struck nearly 
every other piayer on the club from time to time. 


John Mengelt, Porter's running mate, went out with a knee 


injury in the same quarter of the same game and the Lanier 
has had an incapacitating" shoulder injury to go with his 
chronically sore knees. Lanier is scheduled to return to help 
Brown in his debut tonight, however. 


There have been rumors of strife between Scott and Lanier 


but that is typical in two such strong-willed men. Both have 
admitted differences of opinion but said it did not disrupt their 
relationship. 


"Bob Lanier had nothing to do with the dismissal of Ray 


Scott," Feldman said. "We had no discussions with Bob at all. 
It was a breakdown in communications and I don't want to talk 
about it." 


Scott, a former star forward for the Pistons and their No. 1 


draft choice in 1961, inherited the job the same way Brown gets 
it. He was elevated from being an assistant when Earl Lloyd 
was fired seven games into the 1972-73 season. 


The Pistons turned around under Scott, going from a league 


doormat into an NBA power. Detroit's best-ever 52-30 record 
in Scott's first full season earned him Coach of the Year honors. 


Run-ins with Dave Bing, since traded to Washington with a 


draft choice for Porter, and Don Adams, cut soon afterward, 
opened the 1974-75 season and heralded the start of the

NEW YORK (UPI) - In a manner befitting a school that 


is situated in the nation's gambling center, the University of 
Nevada at Las Vegas continues to make the big score —both 
on the court and in the ratings. 


The Rebels, the nation's leading offensive team with an 


average of 107.2 points a game, boosted its record to 20-0 with 
a pair of easy victories over Nevada-Reno last week and 
climbed two places to No. 3 this week in the United Press 
International Board of Coaches college basketball ratings. 


Nevada-Las Vegas, which has been beating its opponents by 


an average of more than 20 points a game, replaced Maryland 
in the No. 3 spot after the Terrapins fell to No. 7 following a 
loss to Clemson. (The Terps also lost to North Carolina last 
Sunday, but that is not counted in this week's ratings.) 


For- the second week in a row the top 10 underwent a major 


shakeup as four of last week's top 10—Maryland, North 
Carolina, UCLA and St. John's (NY) —were beaten. North 
Carolina (12-2) managed to hold onto the No. 4 spot despite 
losing to North Carolina State, but UCLA (14-3), a loser to 
Notre Dame at South Bend, Ind., dropped from eighth to 10th 
and St. John's (14-2), upset by Princeton in overtime, fell from 
10th to 16th. 


Indiana continued its vise-like grip on the No. 1 spot after 


running its record to 16-0 with a pair of victories last week. The 
Hoosiers once again received all the first place votes cast by 
the 42-member coaches board for a perfect 420 points. 


Marquette, which won three games during the week to raise 


its record to 14-1, held on to second place with 341 points and 
Washington, which raised its mark to 16-1 with a pair of 
victories at Hawaii, climbed up one place to No. 5 this week 
behind Las Vegas and North Carolina. 


Rutgers, unbeaten in 15 games, continued its climb among 


the top 10, advancing two places to No. 6, Alabama (13-2) 
moved up one notch to No. 8 and Tennessee (12-2) climbed 
back into the top 10 in the No. 9 slot. 


Notre Dame (11-3) used its victory over UCLA to move up 


five places to No. 11 and North Carolina State (13-2) advanced 
one place to No. 1 following triumphs over North Carolina and 
Duke.

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With the snow piling up deep in the fields and woods these 


days, the deer are in for some heavy going between now and 
the time spring rolls around. That's the word from Paul M. 
Kelsey, New York State Regional Conservation Educator. 


Problems created by the snow are two-fold: first, it just 


makes travel in the woods that much harder and, second, 
it makes deer much more vulnerable to dogs. 


"Most people do not realize how small a deer really is," 


says Kelsey. "I have often been questioned when I stated 
that a buck's heart is only 18-20 inches above the ground. 
Just because a buck hanging from a deer pole must be strung 
a way above your head to get its hind feet off the ground 
doesn't mean that it stands four or five feet high at the 
shoulder. 


"Just to see how well some of those big deer I had been 


told about would fit in the handling boxes our biologists use 
while marking deer they live-trap, I measured one of the 
boxes. The hole in the yoke which holds the deer's neck was 
centered 22 inches above the floor. The box itself stands a 
mere 36 inches high. Body size has never been a problem 
when walking a deer into one of these handling boxes. 


With their pointed feet, deer will sink into new snow 


right down to the ground or a good solid crust, Kelsey 
points out. If it is over 18 inches deep, this means they 
are standing in snow up to their chest. If you ever walked 


• around in snow that came six or eight inches above your 


knees, you know the problem with which they are 
confronted. 


As snow gets this deep, deer gravitate to areas where 


there is the least snow. Because the physical conforma- 
tion of the land and the vegetable on it determines how 
the snow builds up, the same places will be used year 
after year. 


Once deer have moved into these sheltered wintering 


areas, they will not leave until the snow outside has 
settled to a point where travel is easy again. This usually 
means spring, though sometimes a thaw followed by a 
heavy crust will release the deer from their confinement 
for a short while. 


Since these same areas are used year after year, they may 


be overbrowsed while the range surrounding them has 
adequate food. Deep snows, however, act just like a fence 
in keeping deer in the yard, rather than moving out into the 
good range to feed. Some inner sense must tell deer that they 
will use up more energy fighting deep snow than they would 
gain from the food obtained. 


There are enough different factors involved so that it is 


impossible to say just how long deer can stay in a yard before 
they become malnourished. Under adverse conditions a fawn 
can be on the ropes in as little as five to six weeks. Older 
deer, because they have more reserve upon which they can 
draw, and because they can reach browse the smaller deer 
cannot, can go a couple weeks longer. 


"When travel becomes hard for deer," says Kelsey, 


"dogs can be a very serious problem, both distinctly as 
killers of deer and, indirectly, because their harassment 
causes a high energy demand during a period of food 
scarcity. This additional food requirement can mean the 
difference between starvation and survival. 


The dogs I am referring to are not wild dogs, which 


are a problem where they exist, but free-roaming house- 
hold pets. These unconfmed dogs may not be deer chasers 
to begin with, but when they join with other wide- 
roaming dogs, the sight or scent of deer bring out the 
predator in them. 


Dogs may chase deer at anytime but when snow is deep 


they have a distinct advantage. Their foot size in relation 
to their weight is larger, giving them a snowshoe effect on 
snow. Much of the time when the sharp hooves of deer will 
break through, letting them sink deeply, dogs can run lightly 
along the top while the deer flounder. 


In areas where deer population is below the carrying 


capacity of the range, killing of deer by dogs can be an 
important factor in keeping the deer herd down, depriving 
deer hunters and watchers of many recreational hours.

A National Wildlife Recreation Survey to determine 


how many people participate in outdoor activities related 
to wildlife will begin this month, the Department of the 
Interior's U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service has announced. 


The survey, the fifth in a series that began in 1955, will 


collect telephone interviews from more than 100,000 
households in all 50 states. The interviews will be 
conducted by a professional opinion research company 
and will be gathered in communities varying in size from 
the largest urban centers to the smallest rural areas. 


Persons inverviewed will be asked to speak for their 


household in answer to such questions as whether any 
household members have hunted or fished in recent years, 
have engaged in recreational (target) shooting or have been 
active in wildlife photography. 


Just as past surveys have, the present survey will obtain 


a broad range of information that will be extremely valuable 
to the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service and to the state fish 
and game directors in managing wildlife resources.

Wins Jim Thorpe Award 
Fran Named Most Valuable

MINNEAPOLIS - (NEA) 


— The ultimate has been 
reached 
in the 
long, 


sometimes arduous football 
career of Francis A. Tarken- 
ton. He was announced today 
as the winner of the 1975 Jim 
Thorpe Memorial Trophy, 
symbolic of the most valuable 
player in the National Foot- 
ball League. 


It was the logical conclusion 


to an historic season, the 15th 
in the NFL for the sprightly 
35-year-old quarterback of the 
Minnesota Vikings. 


For it was m 1975 that he 


became the most prolific 
passer of touchdowns ever, 
achieving a total of 291. And it 
was in '75 that he ran his total 
of pass completions to 2,931 
for another all-time record. 
Both eclipse the marks of a 
former Jim Thorpe Trophy 
recipient, the great John 
Unitas. 


This was the most produc- 


tive year in Tarkenton's 
tenure with the Vikings as he 
completed a career high of 273 
with a remarkable completion 
percentage of 64.2, and 25 
scoring throws. 


But the figures don't tell it 


all They merely reinforce his 
credentials as a brilliant 
passer — a tribute that was a 
long time coming. Francis is 
also a brilliant leader, a man 
who has the faculty of finding 
a weakness in a defense, who 
can get the guys to respond to 
him, who practices on-the- 
field psychology. 


In a tight game againstt 


Green Bay, Tarkenton sur- 
veyed the field as the Vikings 
dragged themselves back to 
the offensive huddle.

Still Seek The Right To Death 


TRENTON, N.J. (UPI) - 


The crux of the Karen Ann 
Quinlan "right-to-die" 
case, 


now before the state supreme 
court, appears to be whether 
allowing the comatose woman 
to die would jeopardize the life 
of any terminally ill patient 
who wants to live. 


In 
Monday's 
arguments, 


Jusktice Mark Sullivan asked 
the lawyer for Karen's parents: 


"In future cases, where the 
patient's life is simply a 
nuisance to a family, wouldn't 
such a law leave the door wide 


open where it should be shut 
off?" 


"No," said attorney Paul 


Armstrong. "We're asking the 
court only under circum- 
stances where the patient is 
terminally ill, in a persistent 
vegetative state and in a coma, 
that they (the family) can sus- 
pend the use of futile medical 
measures." 


The hearing Monday was an 


appeal by the Quinlans of a 
lower court ruling in Novem- 
ber that denied the parents 
permission to give their 


daughter what they called 
"death with dignity." 


Miss Quinlan has been hos- 


pitalized since April 15, when 
she apparently consumed a 
mixture of tranquilizers and 
alcohol. 


Armstrong said a terminally 


ill person has a constitutional 
right to refuse life-sustaining 
treatment. In this case, he 
said, Miss Quinlan's parents 
should be able to exercise this 
right for her, and disconnect 
the respirator that has kept 
her alive, because the 20-year- 
old woman has suffered ir- 
reparable brain damage and is 
incompetent. 


Sanders Taps Another, 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (UPI) 


— First Col. Harlan Sanders of 
fried chicken fame made Gov. 
David Pryor an honorary Ken- 
tucky colonel. Then the two 
celebrated over a luncheon of 
shrimp. 


Amid it all Monday, 


Sanders allowed as how there 
were chicken pluckers in Ken- 
tucky who made more money 
than the governor of Arkansas. 


That was not hard to vis- 


ualize. The governor makes 
$10,000 a year and is the low- 
est paid chief executive in the 
nation. 


Sanders, who is spending a 


few days in Arkansas, and the 
governor had lunch together, 
but Pryor said at a news con- 
ference the entree was shrimp, 
not chicken. 


Sanders had little comment, 


except to say he never got tired 
of eating chicken — "my own" 
— and 
l a m e n t i n g the 


governor's salary. 


"People ought to be 


ashamed," he said, and added 
quickly, "not you," aside to 
the governor, which was good 
because someone really must 
do the job and'not everyone 
can get on as a chicken 
plucker. 


A reporter asked the gov- 


ernor if they had discussed the 
possibility of his running a 


Colonel Sanders franchise as a 
means of augmenting his in- 
come. "I'd settle for one of 
those $5 gift certificates he's 
carrying around," said Pryor. 


The colonel began franchis- 


ing Kentucky Fried Chicken at 
the age of 66 after he sold his 
Corbin, Ky., restaurant. Now 
85 and as familiar to Ameri- 
cans as the President, he sold 
his interest in the company in 
1963 for $2 million and stayed 
on as a paid consultant for life. 


"They 
have to pay me 


$40,000 a year for the rest of 
my life, whether I go nuts or 
anything," said Sanders. 


The colonel stays active, 


spending much of his time 
touring the country promoting 
his chicken. "There's no future 
in being the richest man in the 
cemetery," he said. 


Sanders said his foundation 


gave $300,000 in scholarships 
in each of the last two years. 
None of the scholarship reci- 
pients can drink or smoke 
while they're drawing the 
colonel's money. "Otherwise, 
we'll cut it right off," he said. 


Someone suggested the colo- 


nel might put the governor on 
scholarship until something 
better comes along. 


But no, Pryor — although 


practically a teetotaler — does 
smoke.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - In 


perhaps his last appearance as 
CIA director, William Colby 
was bitter. 


He called a news conference 


Monday to denounce the leak 
of a House committee report 
that says, among other things, 
intelligence agencies vastly 
understated their expenses to 
congressional oversight com- 
mittees — expenses that ran in 
the neighborhood of S10 billion 
a year. 


Colby, leaving an embattled 


2'^-year tenure as director, 
said the leak was "the obvious 
bursting of the dam protecting 
many of our secret operations 
and activities." 


Carey Gives Lefkowitz 
Final Say on Nadjari 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Gov. 


Hugh L. Carey has thrust 
upon Attorney General Louis 
J. Lefkowitz the power to de- 
cide whether special prose- 
cutor Maurice H. Nadjari will 
be allowed to pursue an in- 
vestigation of alleged political 
corruption in the Bronx. 


In a clear attempt not to 


repeat a previous public rela- 
tions disaster, the governor 
Monday said he had asked 
Lefkowitz for a ruling in the 
politically explosive case to 
avoid even "the impression of 
political interference" on his 
part. 


"If we have learned anything 


from the last few years," Carey 
said in his statement, "it is 
that an executive official ... is 
the last person to tell an in- 
vestigator whether there is 
enough evidence against pub- 
lic and party officials to con- 
tinue a probe." 


Carey said Lefkowitz must 


determine the merit of 
Nadjari's charge that state 
Democratic Chairman Patrick 
J. Cunningham has been sell- 
ing judgeships in the Bronx 
before he, as governor, will 
sign an order expanding the 
special prosecutor's juris- 
diction to conduct a grand jury 
probe. 


Carey was burned badly in 


the press last month when he 
attempted to fire Nadjari, a 
Republican, without first con- 
sulting Lefkowitz, also a Re- 
publican 
and 
the special 


prosecutor's immediate supe- 
rior. 


Nadjnri alleged that the gov- 


ernor was attempting to pro- 
tect his Democratic friends 
from 
pending investigations 


and was backed by Lefkowitz, 
who gnve the special prose- 


cutor six months to complete 
his work. 


Carey said he would author 


ize the expansion of the special 
prosecutor's jurisdiction into 
the Bronx provided that 
Lefkowitz 
"determines 
the 


'bona fides' of Mr. Nadjari's 
investigation. 


"Without this determina- 


tion," the governor concluded 
in a reference to the recent 
overturning of several of 
Nadjari's more celebrated 
cases, "the potential for legal 
objection to the fruits of the 
probe may once again render 
indictments and convictions 
useless." 


Lefkowitz said he would 


study the problem and give an 
answer as soon as possible. 


Complicating the problem 


for Lefkowitz was the effort of 
Bronx District Attorney Mario 
Merola and Nadjari to reach 
an independent agreement on 
the 
extent of the special 


prosecutor's jurisdiction in the 
Bronx. 


While Merola and Nadjari 


had no differences over the 
text of the agreement, Carey 
said, the Bronx DA "specifi- 
cally withholds his consent to 
a 
superseding investigation 


unless I, as governor, de- 
termine the bona fides of the 
investigation. 


"This I cannot and will not 


do," Carey said. 


In a statement issued after 


the governor's action, Merola. 
a Democrat, said, "...it was 
my duty as the district at- 
torney to call the attention of 
the governor to the fact that I 
had no first-hand, intimate or 
legal knowledge, other than 
newspaper accounts, of the 
scope of Mr. Nadjari's in- 
vestigations."

New Direction Ahead

Claiming that the New York 


State Department of Trans- 
portation (DOT) "is clearly 
out of step with the people," 
Mrs. Lettie Gay Carson of 
Millerton has called for "a new 
sense of direction toward re- 
vitalized and adequately sup- 
ported rail and public trans- 
portation." 


Mrs. Carson, president of 


the Harlem Valley Transpor- 
tation Association and the 
New York State Transporta- 


tion Council, made her com- 
ments at a meeting of the Tri- 
State Regional Planning Com- 
mission 
in Newburgh last 


week. Mrs. Carson has been an 
active force in the campaign to 
preserve a segment of the 
Harlem line in Dutchess Coun- 
ty that is slated for abandon- 
ment under the Regional Rail 
Reorganization Act. 


The Tn-State meeting was 


intended as a forum for com- 
ments on how the commission 
should address such issues as 


land-use, housing, transporta- 
tion, air and water pollution, 
energy, social services and eco- 
nomic development. 


"If there had ever been a 


rational plan for public trans- 
portation," Mrs. Carson told 
the commission, "these related 
issues would not have de- 
veloped. Conversely, until 
there are adequate provisions 
for public transportation, the 
problems you mention will not 
go away." 


Mrs. 
Carson 
maintained 


that the rejection of highway 
bond issues in 1971 and 1973, 
and the approval of railroad 
bond issue in 1974, indicate 
that the state's 
taxpayers 


"have demonstrated fully their 
support for good rail service, 
and their equally strong op- 
position to further highway 
construction." 


Despite that, she said, state 


DOT is recommending aban- 
donment of "key" branch line 
railroads throughout the state, 


while asking for more than 
$360 million for new highway 
construction in 1976. 


"As long us state DOT has

lege students."

college — just as their elders 
would be if they quit their jobs 
for a year or so to stay at home 
and explore the world's great 
books — they must be willing 
to support themselves in that 
important enterprise."
